On my desk before me lies a daily commending the 
ready response of the State Militia of our country to — 
the President's call. In fancy | hear the sound of the 
bugle, the beat of drum and the tramp of feet. In a 
vision the boys who have pledged allegiance to their 
flag, march by on their way to the State mobilization 
point, or enroute to the border; while thousands cheer 
them on and wish them God speed. , 

Brave boys, every one of them, ready to do and to 
die if needs be to defend the honor of the country of 
their birth or adoption. They may in the near future, 
be part of bloody strife but | pray God it may honorably 
be avoided. If not, then Heaven grant that in the cause 
of humanity which we as an enlightened people believe 
to be a righteous cause, each and every one of us may 
display unparalleled loyalty to the flag we love, and the — 
principles for which it stands. 

Yet we cannot all don a uniform and by force nag 
play our loyalty to the Stars and Stripes, and our readi- 
ness to uphold its honor.
